GALLANTRY AT SEA. 





OFFICIAL RECOGNITION. 


The Board of Trade have awarded a piece of plate 
to Skipper Alexander Ritchie, of the steam drifter 
‘‘ North Briton,’’ of Peterhead, in acknowledgment of 
the able seamanship displayed by him in rescuing the 
crew of the drifter ‘‘ Prestige,’’ of Buckie, on 
30th October. 

On that date, the ‘‘ Prestige ’’ was fishing in the 
North Sea off the Smith Knoll Light Ship during very 
heavy weather. The wind was blowing at gale force 
and a heavy sea was running, when, late at night, it 
was discovered that the vessel had sprung a leak and 
was making water rapidly. 

The ‘‘ North Briton ’’ was fishing in the vicinity, 
and her attention was called by means of a distress 
flare. Owing to the state of the weather, the Skipper 
of the ‘‘ Prestige ’’ feared that if his ship was headed 
against the wind and sea, she would founder before 
the crew were rescued. Consequently, the drifter was 
set steaming before the wind and sea in order to keep 
her afloat. 

Meanwhile, the ‘‘ North Briton ’’ had approached, 
and Skipper Ritchie endeavoured to get his vessel 
alongside the ‘* Prestige.’’ The conditions prevailing 
at the time made this a most difficult operation and 
called for skilful seamanship. The ‘‘ North Briton ’’ 
was, however, manceuvred sufficiently near to enable 
the whole of the crew of the “‘ Prestige ’’ (ten in all) 
to jump from their own vessel to the ‘‘ North 
Briton.’’ They were landed at Yarmouth next day.

British exports of merchandise were valued at 
£63,125,000 in November, 1929, or £2,428,000 per 
working day. In October, 1929, they were £64,589,000, 
or £2,392,000 per working day, and in November, 1928, 
£63,767,000, or £2,453,000 per working day. Average 
export values have been lower in the first nine months 
of 1929 than they were in 1928, and if this movement 
has continued it is probable that exports were greater 
in quantity in November, 1929, than a year ago, even 
though the value is less. Exports of articles wholly or 
mainly manufactured amounted to £48,629,000 in No- 
vember, compared with £50,335,000 in October, and 
£49,905,000 a year ago; reckoned per working day, they 
were £1,870,000 in November, £1,864,000 in October, 
and £1,919,000 in November, 1928. Exports of food, 
drink, and tobacco showed moderate increases over both 
the two earlier months, and exports of raw materials, 
though £181,000 less than in October, were £777,000 
above a year ago. Exports by parcel post were sub- 
stantially above those of October, but did not reach the 
level of November, 1928. 


Retained imports of merchandise were valued at 
£99,981,000 in November, 1929, or £3,845,000 per 
working day, at £101,150,000, or £3,746,000 per work- 
ing day in October, 1929, and at £95,989,000, or 





£3,692,000 per working day in November, 1928. Re- 
tained imports of food, drink, and tobacco (£46,206,000 
in November) were £2,439,000 less than in October, but 
£610,000 more than a year ago. Retained imports of 
raw materials and articles mainly unmanufactured were 
valued at £26,648,000 in November, showing increases 
of £8,255,000 over October and of £2,103,000 over 
November, 1928. Articles wholly or mainly manufac- 
tured imported and retained in November were valued 
at £25,611,000, or £1,941,000 less than in October, but 
£980,000 more than in November, 1928. Imports by 
parcel post were less than in October, but greater in 
value than a year ago. In measuring the importance 
of these changes a slight reduction in average values in 
1929 compared with 1928 has to be taken into account. 


The first eleven months of 1929.—British exports of 
merchandise amounted to £671,125,000 in the first 
eleven months of 1929, or about 1:2 per cent. more than 
in the corresponding period of 1928; exports of raw 
materials were up by £8,993,000 and those of manu- 
factures were down by £2,621,000, but, as already 
observed, the changes in the level of values must be 
remembered, which improve the position from the 
quantity point of view. The total of retained imports 
was £1,013,472,000, which is about 3 per cent. above 
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the figure for the first eleven months of 1928; food, 
drink and tobacco were up by about 1 per cent., raw 
materials by 6°5 per cent., and articles mainly manu- 
factured (including semi-manufactured non-ferrous 
metals, etc.) by 3°7 per cent., while non-dutiable 
imports by parcel post were less by 15°6 per cent. 


Bullion and specie.—In November, 1929, imports of 
bullion and specie were in excess of exports by 
£1,987,000, whereas in October the import excess was 
only £437,000; in November, 1928, there was an excess 
of exports amounting to £4,570,000. In the first eleven 
months of 1929 there was a surplus of exports over 
imports amounting to £25,784,000, while the corre- 
sponding surplus in the first eleven months of 1928 was 
only £10,463,000. 





BRITISH SHIPPING IN 1928. 


SOME COMPARISONS WITH 1927. 


‘‘ The Annual Statement of Navigation and Shipping 
of the United Kingdom for the year 1928 ”’ has 
recently been published. The volume contains much 
interesting and varied inforrmation regarding our ship- 
ping. It is divided into three sections: (1) Introduc- 
tion and abstract tables; (2) detailed tables for the 
year 1928; (3) comparative tables for the years 1924- 
1928. Each section contains tables dealing with the 
following subjects: —The number, nationality and net 
tonnage of vessels arriving at, and departing from, the 
ports of the United Kingdom in the foreign trade 
and in the coasting trade; the number and tonnage of 
vessels on the registers at the ports of the several 
divisions of the British Empire, and the ages of the 
vessels on the registers at ports of the United King- 
dom; the number and tonnage of vessels belonging to 
the United Kingdom returned as employed and the 
number of persons employed therein; and shipbuilding 
in the United Kingdom. 


1.—FOREIGN TRADE. 





(A) ENTRANCES AND CLEARANCES. 


A general survey of shipping movements at ports in 
the United Kingdom during 1928 was published in the 
“ Journal ’’ of 28th March, 1929 (p. 398), when pre- 
liminary figures in respect of the year 1928 were first 
available. The entrances in the foreign trade during 
the year 1928 at ports of the United Kingdom aggre- 
gated 81,659 vessels of 91,015,245 net tons, of which 
57,618 vessels of 60,336,524 net tons were entrances 
with cargo. The net tonnage of the total entrances 
was 0-63 per cent. greater, and the net tonnage of the 
entrances with cargo 0-42 per cent. less, than the 
corresponding totals for the previous year. 


The clearances with cargo and in ballast in the 
foreign trade during the year 1928 from ports of the 
United Kingdom totalled 82,210 vessels of 92,262,513 
net tons, and the clearances with cargo only 59,706 
vessels of 64,444,282 net tons. The net tonnage of 
the total clearances was 1-06 per cent., and the net 
tonnage of the clearances with cargo was 1-49 per cent.

In 1928 and 1927 nearly one-half of the net tonnage 
of the vessels entered with cargo and three-fifths of 
the net tonnage of the vessels cleared with cargo at 
ports of the United Kingdom related to voyages be- 
tween these ports and other ports of Europe (including 
the Mediterranean Sea), while in the same years 
approximately one-third of the net tonnage of entrances 
with cargo and one-fourth of the net tonnage of clear- 
ances with cargo referred to voyages between this 
country and both sides of the American continent. 
Under one-sixth of the net tonnage of entrances and 
clearances related to vessels moving between the 
United Kingdom and areas other than the continent 
of America and Europe (including the Mediterranean 
Sea). 


The British proportion of the net tonnage that 
entered and cleared with cargo at ports of the United 
Kingdom from and to each of the trading areas varied 
considerably. With the exception of the Irish Sea 
traffic the proportion was comparatively small on all 
short sea routes and much greater on the .long 
voyages. Only 47:2 per cent. in 1928 and 46-2 
per cent. in 1927 of the net tonnage engaged 
in the trade between this country and Northern 
Kurope was British and less than 50 per cent. of 
the aggregate net tonnage of vessels working between 
the United Kingdom and ‘“‘ Central and Eastern 
Mediterranean countries.’’ The British proportion of 
the net tonnage that entered and cleared with cargo at 
our ports from and to the Irish Free State was 98°6 
per cent. in 1928 and 99-1 per cent. in 1927. Other 
areas where the proportion exceeded 94:0 per cent. 
were ‘‘ East Africa, Persian Gulf, India’’ and 
‘“* Australasia,’’ followed by ‘‘ West and South 
Africa ’’ with over 80:0 per cent., while in the trade 
between the United Kingdom and the Atlantic coast 
of America the British proportion of the net tonnage 
engaged in 1928 was 74-9 per cent. for North America, 
78:3 per cent. for Central America (including West 
Indies) and 77:5 per cent. for South America. The 
figures for ‘“‘ Other Areas ’’ shown in the table 
are of little significance, since, in addition to the fact 
that the figures represent a very small proportion of 
the total net tonnage, they included 4,763 foreign fish- 
ing vessels aggregating 233,144 net tons which entered 
in 1928 with cargo at ports of the United Kingdom from 
‘" Deep Sea Fisheries.’’ The corresponding figures for 
1927 were 4,997 vessels of 224,445 net tons. British 
fishing vessels are not included in foreign trade records.

(B) ARRIVALS AND DEPARTURES AT Ports. 


The statistics relating to ports differ from those given 
in the table already referred to, in that for entrances 
and clearances a vessel is only reckoned once in a 
voyage, usually at its first port of arrival at, or de- 
parture from, the United Kingdom; but for statistics 
of individual ports, arrivals and departures at each 
port are taken, irrespective of the number of ports 
called at in a voyage. 

London, Liverpool and Southampton are the three 
ports in the United Kingdom at which the shipping 
movements in the foreign trade are largest. Between 
them, during the year 1928, the accounted for nearly 
89-0 per cent. of the net tonnage of the arrivals and 
over 35-0 per cent. of the net tonnage of the depar- 
tures. The net tonnage of arrivals in the foreign trade 
at London and Southampton during 1928 were 4-6 per 
cent. and 8:1 per cent. respectively, greater than in 
1927, while the net tonnage of the departures from 
the two ports increased by 5-0 per cent. and 9-2 per 
cent. respectively. Other principal ports where sub- 
stantial increases were recorded during the year 1928, 
as. compared with 1927, were Hull, Plymouth, 
Greenock and Belfast. The majority of the coal ports 
showed decreases. 





2.—DISTRIBUTION OF BRITISH SHIPPING 
BY AGE AND TONNAGE. 


On 8lst December, 1928, there were 5,408 sailing 
vessels of 531,375 gross tons, 9,959 steam vessels of 
18,216,505 gross tons, and 2,681 motor vessels of 
1,672,159 gross tons registered under Part I. of the 
Merchant Shipping Act, 1894, at ports of the United 
Kingdom, Isle of Man and Channel Islands. The gross 
tonnage of motor vessels on the registers was 81-1 per 
cent. greater than in 1927, the gross tonnage of steam 
vessels was 1-8 per cent. greater, and that of sailing 
vessels was 2-1 per cent. less than the corresponding 
figures for 1927.

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It will be seen from the above table that 23-9 per cent, 
of the gross tonnage of steam and motor vessels on the 
registers was built during the last five years, 26°6 per 
cent. during the five years from 1919 to 1923, 28-0 per 
cent. during the period 1911-1918, and only 21°5 per 
cent. before the year 1911. Thus over one-half of the 
gross tonnage on the registers has been built during the 
post-war period. 


With regard to the larger vessels (i.e., vessels of 
6,000 tons gross and over), 43:0 per cent. of the gross 
tonnage that remained on the registers at the end of 
1928 belonged to this tonnage group. It will also be 
seen that 41-1 per cent. of the gross tonnage built 
during the period 1924-28 and 53-7 per cent. of the 
tonnage built during 1919-23 and included in the above 
table related to vessels of 6,000 tons gross and over. 
Only 38:3 per cent. of the tonnage built prior to 1919 
appears in this tonnage group. 


Excluding the transfers of vessels from one port of the 
United Kingdom to another, there were 908 vessels of 
952,576 net tons added to, and 841 vessels of 546,702 
net tons deducted from, the registers during 1928. 
Many of these changes were of little importance, but 
the following are of interest:—New vessels accounted 
for 546 vessels of 832,847 net tons added to the 
registers, and purchases from foreigners for 96 vessels 
of 44,329 net tons. Among the deductions from the 
registers during the year were 142 vessels of 60,529 net 
tons wrecked or otherwise lost, 228 vessels of 56,883 
net tons broken up, and 237 vessels of 868,818 
net tons sold to foreigners. Of the vessels sold to 
foreigners, 82,225 net tons were sold to Greece, 50,071 
net tons were sold to Norway, and 48,453 net tons to 
Italy. 





8.—EMPLOYMENT OF SHIPPING AND 
SEAMEN. 


Excluding the vessels of under 100 tons gross, there 
were 5,185 vessels, aggregating 19,223,095 gross tons, 
belonging to the United Kingdom, the Isle of Man and 
the Channel Islands which were returned as employed 
in sea trading at some time during the year 1928. 
The crews of these vessels totalled 238,129 persons, of 
whom 18,918 were foreigners and 56,555 were lascars 
(British subjects and foreigners). Of the vessels in- 
cluded in the employment returns, 93°8 per cent. of the 
gross tonnage and 90-0 per cent. of the total crews were 
engaged in the foreign trade and 6:2 per cent. and 
10°0 per cent. respectively in the home (including 
coasting) trade. Excluding river trade vessels, there 
were 111 trading vessels exceeding 100 tons gross, 
aggregating 133,493 gross tons, not recorded as having 
been employed at any time during the year 1928. 





4.—VESSELS LAUNCHED. 


Excluding unregistered vessels of less than 15 tons, 
in 1928 there were launched in the United Kingdom 
for British owners 320 steam vessels of 553,921 net 
tons, 230 motor vessels of 212,903 net tons, and 170 
sailing vessels, chiefly barges, aggregating 14,430 net 
tons. In addition, during the same year 60 vessels of 
88,478 net tons were built for foreign owners. While 
there was a falling off, as compared with 1927, of 
8°7 per cent. in the net tonnage built for foreigners, an 
increase of 17°6 per cent. in the total net tonnage 
launched for British owners was recorded. 


5§.—COASTING TRADE. 


During 1928 there arrived with cargoes and in 
ballast in the coasting trade at all ports of the United 
Kingdom 190,956 vessels aggregating 51,860,908 net

tons, an increase of 0°9 per cent. in number of vessels 
and of 2°4 per cent. in net tonnage, as compared with 
the corresponding figures for 1927. There departed 
coastwise in 1928 from the same ports 190,690 vessels 
of 51,662,304 net tons, an increase of 1:1 per cent. in 
vessels and 2°6 per cent. in net tonnage as compared 
with the previous year. The arrivals with cargo in 
1928 totalled 97,074 vessels of 23,037,806 net tons, 
and in 1927 96,144 vessels of 22,160,103 net tons; in 
1927 the departures with cargo in the coasting trade 
were less than those for 1928 by 848 vessels of 
830,571 net tons, the aggregate for the latter year being 
94,283 vessels of 22,903,811 net tons. These figures 
relating to vessels with cargo are actual coasting trade 
particulars, while those relating to vessels in ballast 
are swollen by the inclusion of vessels actually in 
ballast which were proceeding from one port of the 
United Kingdom to another with the object of loading 
bunkers or cargo for a further voyage abroad. Such 
vessels are usually engaged in the foreign trade. 





6.—_THE BRITISH FISHING FLEET. 


The number of British vessels employed in fishing 
steadily decreases. In 1924 the number of fishing 
vessels on the registers was 16,964 of 295,509 net tons. 
At 3lst December, 1926, the number had fallen to 
15,873 of 280,484 net tons, and by the end of 1928 the 
number had further decreased to 14,903 of 271,960 
net tons.. 


In 1924 the estimated number of men and boys em- 
ployed in sea-fishing was 65,535. In 1926 the number 
was 63,068. The decrease continued, so that in 1928 
there were 52,474 regular fishermen and 8,137 occa- 
sionals, making an aggregate of 60,611 fishermen em- 
ployed. It should be noted, however, that the quantity 
of fish of British taking landed in the United Kingdom 
was greater in 1928 than in 1927 or 1926, although less 
than in 1924. The following table shows the number 
and net tonnage of Fishing Boats belonging to the 
United Kingdom, Isle of Man and Channel Islands at 
the end of 1928 :—

NOVEMBER. 





BOARD OF TRADE INDEX NUMBER. 


As measured at the Board of Trade, wholesale prices 
in November showed, on balance, a decline of 1-6 per 
cent. as compared with October, the index numbers 
for the two months being 80-6 and 81°9 respectively 
(1924=100). Food became cheaper by an average of 
18 per cent., and industrial materials by 1-4 per cent. 
The averages for cereals and for miscellaneous foods 
fell by 3:7 and 3-0 per cent. respectively, while that 
for meat and fish rose by 1:5 per cent. Each of the 
groups of industrial materials showed a lower average 
in November than in October, the fall in the average 
for cotton amounting to 3-2 per cent.; miscellaneous 
industrial materials -and non-ferrous metals and 
minerals cheapened by averages of 2:2 and 18 per 
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cent. respectively, while the averages for iron and steel

The index number for all articles for November 
(80-6) is nearly 3 per cent. lower than that for 
November, 1928, and is the lowest recorded for any 
month since the present index number was started in 
1920. It will be seen that wholesale prices are now 
about one-fifth lower than the averages for 1924. 


With the exception of household flour (Norwich) and 
tapioca, all the cereals included in the index showed 
lower average prices in November than in October. 
The ‘‘ Gazette Average ’’ for British wheat was 9s. 7d. 
per cwt. on 26th October, fell to 9s. 5d. per cwt. in 
the first week of November, but rose again to 9s. 6d. 
per cwt. on the 9th; 9s. 3d. per cwt. was quoted on 
the 16th and 23rd, with a rise of 1d. to 9s. 4d. per 
cwt. on the 30th. Manitoba wheat realised 53s. 3d. 
per 496 lbs. for No. 2 Northern description, ex ship, 
at the beginning of the month, rose to 58s, 6d. on the 
4th, but then declined to 48s. 6d. on the 18th; from 
that date the price became firmer, 53s. per 496 lbs. 
being the quotation on the 20th and 29th of the month. 
The spot prices at Liverpool for Rosafé wheat showed a 
somewhat similar movement, the quotations on the Ist, 
13th, and 30th November being 9s. 2d., 8s. 4d., and 
9s. 8d. per 100 lbs. respectively. The three descrip- 
tions of flour included averaged about 34 per cent. 
cheaper in November than in October. Straight run 
flour in London and Glasgow imported flour each fell 
in price in the middle of the month but recovered 
at the end of the month, while Norwich household 
flour rose from 39s. per sack of 280 lbs. at the end of 
October to 40s. 6d. per sack at the middle of 
November. The ‘‘ Gazette Average’’ for British 
barley was 9s. 1ld. per cwt. on 26th October; falls in 
price of 3d. per cwt. being recorded in each of the four 
succeeding weeks, and the price at the end of November 
was 8s. lld. per cwt. British feeding barley and 
Californian malting barley also fell in price in 
November. Plate oats again became cheaper in 
November, the price per 320 lbs. at London. falling 
during the month from 21s. 6d. to 20s.; and La Plata 
maize per 100 lbs., spot, Liverpool, cheapened from 
7s. 24d. to 6s. 103d. during the same period. The 
London price for Midlothian oatmeal declined from 
£23 to £20 per ton during November. Rice, No. 2 
Rangoon description, became cheaper by 3d. per ewt. 
and tapioca, finest flake, Liverpool, became dearer by 
Is. per cwt. Scotch and Irish beef and Argentine 
chilled and frozen beef averaged’ higher prices. in 
November than in October, while English beef, 
English and Scotch mutton, and New Zealand lamb 
averaged somewhat lower prices. English pork 
realised nearly 13d. per Ib. at the end of October, rose to 
13}d. per Ib. at 20th November and declined to about

13d. per lb. at the end of the month. Wiltshire 
smoked and Irish green bacon each rose in price by 
6s. per cwt. during November and American green 
bellies by 6d. per cwt. Danish green bacon advanced 
by 2s. to 116s. per cwt. at the end of the month, but 
the average price for November was somewhat lower 
than that for the preceding month. Irish and Danish 
eggs were 3s. 3d. and 3s. 6d. respectively per 120 
dearer at the end of November than a month earlier. 
The prices of the four kinds of fish included averaged 
about 18 per cent. lower than in October, the excep- 
tionally high prices for plaice and cod realised in the 
early part of that month not being maintained in 
November. Danish and New Zealand butter 
cheapened by 8s. per cwt. during November, being 
quoted on the 27th at 194s. and 180s. per cwt. respec- 
tively. Potatoes, onions and apples became cheaper, 
while oranges averaged higher prices. Sugar, ‘fine 
crystals and Tate’s cubes, each cheapened by 3d. per 
cwt., the prices at the end of November being 22s, 3d. 
and 26s. 6d. per cwt. respectively. The auction prices 
for Indian tea on the London market averaged 13-69d. 
per lb. at end of October and 12-74d. per lb. at 28th 
November. 


There was little movement in iron and steel prices 
in November, none of the pig iron descriptions 
included showing any change of price. Decreases in 
price were recorded for tinplate and sheet bars (5s. 
per ton), heavy melting scrap (1s. 9d. per ton), gal- 
vanised corrugated sheets (5s. per ton) and for tin- 
plates, coke I.C. 20 by 14, 112 sheets, 108 Ibs. (14d. 
per box). Of the ten descriptions of coal included, 
Durham furnace coke cheapened by 3d. per ton and 
Fifeshire screened navigation coal became dearer by 
6d. per ton. Electrolytic copper dropped from 
£83 10s. per ton at the end of October to £81 10s. per 
ton on 18th November, but recovered to £83 per ton 
at the end of the month. Brass sheets declined by 3d. 
per lb. to 114d. per lb., quoted throughout November. 
English lead cheapened by 25s. per ton, whilst Straits 
tin, after falling from £188 5s. per ton to £178 15s. 
per ton at the middle of the month, recovered to 
£192 10s. per ton on the 28th. Zinc, ordinary spelter, 
was nearly £2 per ton cheaper, and refined nickel was 
£5 per ton cheaper at the end of November than a 
month earlier. 


Raw cotton was somewhat cheaper, American 
middling showing a fall during the month from 9-88d. 
to 9°62d. per lb. and Egyptian Sakellaridis, fully good 
fair, a fall from 15-20d. to 14-60d. per lb. American 
yarns were from 4d. to #d. per lb. cheaper and 
Egyptian yarns, 80’s and 100’s weft, were #d. and 2d. 
per lb. cheaper respectively. All the descriptions of 
cotton cloth included became cheaper, the largest 
decreases in price being in the case of 36-in. shirt- 


ings (76 yards, 19 by 19, 32’s and 40’s) and of 82-in. - 


printers (116 yards, 16 by 19, 32’s ‘and 50’s), each, 
cheapening by 9d. per piece. Wool tops in oil, merino, 
fell from 343d. to 334d. per Ib. during the month, 
while crossbred colonial tops advanced slightly from 
213d. to 214d. per Jb. Woollen yarns were, on the 
average, dearer, while linen yarns (cambric warps, 
60's) and silk cloth became cheaper. Raw jute, first 
marks, was quoted at £28 10s. per ton at the end of 
October, at £28 per ton at the middle of November, 
and at £27 5s. per ton at the end of the month. 
Among miscellaneous industrial materials, ammonium 
sulphate showed an increase in price (3s. per ton) and 
Australian tallow a decrease (6d. per cwt). Ox and 
heifer hides cheapened by an average of 3d. to 4d. 
per lb., cow hides by $d. to 3d. per lb., and calf skins 
by 3d. per lb. Rubber, ribbed smoked sheets, was 
quoted at 93d. per lb. on the 25th October and at 
74d. per lb. a month later.

Taking the averages for 1913 as 100, the index for 
all articles for November, 1929, is 134-0, the figures for 
the 53 articles of food and for the 97 industrial 
materials being 142-4 and 129-4 respectively. The

The corresponding index for the ten descriptions of 
coal is 128-4. 


A comparison of the 150 price averages for 
November with those for October shows 23 increases 
and 76 decreases, the 53 articles of food accounting for 
13 of the former and 33 of the latter. Of the increases 
in the averages for articles of food, 9 were of less than 
5 per cent. and 2 were of more than 10 per cent. (these 
larger increases were in respect of eggs); of the de- 
creases, 30 were of less than 10 per cent., including 24 
of less than 5 per cent., while 2 of the 3 larger decreases 
of more than 10 per cent. were of a seasonal nature. 
The averages for industrial materials show 10 increases 
and 43 decreases, 9 of the former being of less than 5 
per cent., and 41 of the latter of less than 10 per cent., 
including 34 of less than 5 per cent. 





BRITAIN’S ELECTRICITY. 





DEVELOPMENT OF SUPPLY. 


The extent of the development attained by the 
public supply undertakings in Great Britain in 
1927-28 was represented by the following average 
figures per head of estimated population in 1927:— 
A connected load of approximately 203 watts, a 
maximum demand of about 85 watts, and the sale to 
consumers of 158 units per annum, state the 
Electricity Commission in their *Return of Engineer- 
ing and Financial Statistics of Electricity Supply in 
1927-28. The total capital expended at the end of 
1927-28 on such development represented an average 
of over £6 per head of total population, 41 per cent. 
being in respect of generation and 59 per cent. in 
respect of transmission, distribution, ete. 


Of the total supply of electricity by authorised 
undertakers approximately two-thirds was provided by 


* Return of Engineering and Financial Statistics by the Elec- 
tricity Commission, relating to Authorised Undertakings in Great 
Britain for the Year ended 3lst March, 1928 (or 15th May, 1928), 
for Public Authority Undertakings and the Calendar Year

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public authorities and one-third by companies, these 
proportions broadly applying not only to output and 
sales of electrical energy, but also to capital expen- 
diture, and to the aggregate capacity of the generating 
plant installed by the respective groups of undertakers. 


GENERATING STATIONS AND PLANT. 


The prcduction of the public supply in 1927-28 in- 
volved the operation by authorised undertakers of as 
many as 490 generating stations, containing in aggre- 
gate 5,258,257 kilowatts of generating plant, of which 
98 per cent. was steam driven. With regard to the 
concentration of generating plant, 65 per cent. was 
contained in 67 stations, each having an installed 
capacity of 25,000 k.w. or over, and 35 per cent. was 
distributed among the remaining 423 stations, of which 
203 had an installed capacity of less than 1,000 k.w. 
each. 


Of the total generating plant installed over 94 per 
cent. was of the alternating current type, this figure 
including plant of 13 different frequencies. Over 77 
per cent. of all the A.C. plant was of the accepted 
standard frequency of 50 cycles per second, the two 
predominating non-standard frequencies of 25 cycles 
and 40 cycles per second accounting for 14 per cent. 
and 7 per cent. respectively. 


A net addition of about 576,000 k.w. was made to 
the plant capacity of authorised undertakings during 
the year 1927-28. Further progress was made in the 
equipment of generating stations with large modern 
units of plant, and at the end of 1927-28 about 45 per 
cent. of all the generating plant installed consisted of 
steam turbo-alternator units having capacities of 
10,000 k.w. or over. As regards boiler plant the 
statistics disclose the tendency during recent years to 
adopt larger units and higher working pressures. 


DISTRIBUTION, OUTPUT AND CONSUMPTION. 


The particulars relating to the distribution systems 
of public supply undertakings show that A.C. supplies 
of 17 different frequencies were being distributed in 
1927-28, and that the declared voltages at consumers’ 
terminals for low and medium pressure A.C. and D.C. 
supplies taken collectively numbered 44. The latter 
figure includes related pairs of voltages on three-wire 
and four-wire systems. 


In the year 1927-28 over 81 per cent. of the total 
public supply was sold to consumers, the remaining 
19 per cent. being accounted for by the works’ require- 
ments of the undertakers themselves, and by losses in 
transmission and distribution, etc. With regard to 
the different classes of supply, power supplies 
accounted for about 65 per cent., lighting and domestic 
supplies for 24 per cent. and traction supplies for 
about 9 per cent. of the tota! units sold to consumers. 
The sales of electrical energy for lighting and domestic 
purposes increased by 264 million units, while the sales 
for power purposes increased by 770 million units, thus 
reflecting the improved industrial conditions in 1927-28 
as compared with 1926-27. At the end of 1927-28, 
there were approximately 2,668,000 consumers of 
electricity, about 1,891,000 being supplied by public 
authorities and 777,000 by companies. 


Intersales of energy in bulk between authorised 
undertakers for ultimate distribution to consumers 
accounted for 18:4 per cent. of the total public supply, 
as compared with 16:8 per cent. in the previous year. 


LOAD AND FUvEL. 


The combined maximum load on the public supply 
undertakings in 1927-28, based on units generated 
and/or purchased, was of the order of 3,781,000 k.w., 
and that on the generating stations of authorised 
undertakers was of the order of 3,235,000 k.w. The 
capacity of the generating plant iastalied was about 
62 per cent. in excess of the combined maximum 
demand upon it. The load factor of the generating 
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stations of public authorities and companies was of 
the order of 28 per cent. and 32 per cent. respectively. 
the combined figure being of the order of 30 per cent. 


The statistics indicate that economies continued to 
be effected on the utilisation of fuel at steam-driven 
generating stations during the year under review. 
Public supply undertakings were consumers of coal 
and coke to the extent of nearly 8,000,000 tons in 
1927-28, and the average cost of such fuel amounted 
to 18s. per ton, as compared with 31s. in 1926-27. The 
analyses of the average costs of generation given in the 
present and previous Returns emphasise the impor- 
tance both of fuel economy and also of fuel cost upon 
the working expenses of authorised undertakers and 
hence upon the prices at which energy can be supplied 
to consumers. 


EXPENDITURE AND REVENUE. 


The total expenditure charged to capital account by 
authorised undertakings amounted at the end of 
1927-28 to £269,002,093, of which 41-4 per cent. was 
in respect of generation and 58°6 per cent. in respect of 
transmission, distribution, etc. The average expendi- 
ture for all purposes per k.w. of generating plant in- 
stalled was £51, the corresponding figures for public 
authorities and companies being £49 and £55 respec- 
tively. The capital expenditure during the year 
1927-28 amounted to over £30,000,000, an increase of 
about 13 per cent. on the expenditure at the end of 
1926-27. 

The average revenue in 1927-28 from the working of 
all authorised undertakings per £100 of capital expendi- 
ture amounted to £19°8, this figure being reduced to 
£18 if revenue from the intersale of energy in bulk 
between authorised undertakers is excluded. The 
actual revenue in 1927-28 was over £53,000,000, as 
compared with a figure of about £50,000,000 in 
1926-27. The total revenue from working in 1927-28 
represented an average of 1°49d. per unit sold, the 
corresponding figure for the previous year being 1-71d. 


The total working expenses (including the cost of 
all energy purchased in bulk by authorised undertakers 
but excluding capital charges) absorbed 56 per cent. 
of the corresponding revenue from working in 1927-28, 
as compared with 66 per cent. in 1926-27. The out- 
standing working expense was the cost of generation, 
this item accounting for over 39 per cent. of the total. 
Of the other principal items, distribution, management 
and rents, rates and taxes respectively accounted 
for substantially equal percentages of the working 
expenses. 


The excess of revenue from working over working 
expenses represented 8-6 per cent. on the capital ex- 
penditure at the end of 1927-28, as compared with 
72 per cent. in the preceding year. Allowing for 
revenue from other sources the gross surplus amounted 
respectively to 9:2 per cent. and 7:8 per cent. in the 
years in question. 


Gross SurpLus; BaLances; STAFF. 


In the case of public authorities the gross surplus, 
which in 1927-28 represented 46:4 per cent. of the total 
revenue, was itself appropriated to the extent of 33 per 
cent. for interest charges on loans and deposits; 
46°7 per cent. for repayment of loans and transfers to 
sinking funds and to reserve and renewals funds; 
9-9 per cent. for capital expenditure, and 2-9 per cent. 
in relief of local rates, the last item representing a net 
contribution of £439,198. The remaining 7:5 per 
cent., amounting to about £1,138,000, represented the 
increase in the balances on net revenue account. 


In the case of company undertakers the gross surplus 
in 1927 represented 43°5 per cent. of the total revenue, 
and was appropriated to the extent of about 58 per 
cent. for interest charges and dividends, and to the 
extent of approximately 31 per cent. for transfers to 
depreciation and reserve funds. About 7 per cent. of 
the gross surplus, amounting to £689,000, represented 
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the increase in the balances on net revenue account. 
The average rates of the preference and ordinary divi- 
dends calculated on the corresponding capital raised 
at the end of 1927 were 5°72 per cent. and 7:52 per 
cent. respectively. 


The position at the end of 1927-28 was that the 
capital (or loan) accounts of authorised undertakers 
were overdrawn to the extent of nearly £12,000,000; 
the balances in depreciation, reserve and renewals 
funds, including sinking funds in the case of public 
authorities, amounted to upwards of £26,000,000; 
and the balances on revenue account amounted to 
about £3,600,000. 


In 1927-28 the electricity supply industry gave 
direct employment to nearly 52,000 staff and workmen 
on generation, distribution and administration, the 
total salaries and wages charged to revenue account 
amounting to over £8,900,000. 


LIMITS OF THE RETURN. 


In concluding this general review, it is necessary to 
emphasise that the statistics relate exclusively to 
authorised undertakings providing public supplies of 
electricity in Great Britain. To obtain a complete 
measure of the extent of electrical development in the 
country account would also have to be taken of the 
supplies utilised by railway and tramway authorities 
and derived from their own generating stations; of the 
large number of private generating stations established 
by collieries and other industrial and commercial or- 
ganisations for the purposes of their respective under- 
takings; and of cases in which supplies of electricity 
are given by undertakings established without statutory 
powers. These aspects of electrical development are 
outside the scope of the Return just issued.

BRITISH STANDARD CHARGING PLUGS 
AND SOCKETS. 


In view of the increasing use of electric battery 
vehicles, and the more adequate provision of charging 
facilities, particular interest attaches to the revision 
of B.S. specification No. 74, dealing with charging 
plugs and sockets, which has just been issued. The 
new specification differs from the previous edition 
mainly in the fact that the plugs and sockets are rated 
for use on circuits up to 250 volts, whereas in the old 
specification the plugs were suitable for use on circuits 
up to 120 volts only. Considerable attention has been 
paid to the means for securing interchangeability, and 
the gauges have been re-designed fer this purpose. The 
specification does not attempt to lay down a rigid de- 
sign, and only the dimensions essential to ensure inter- 
changeability are rigidly standardised. Tests are laid 
down to ensure the employment of satisfactory insulat- 
ing material, and the means for gripping the cable are 
also referred to.

CANADIAN FRUIT SHIPMENTS. 


According to cabled advice to the High Commis- 
sioner of Canada in London, the following quantities 
of Canadian apples and pears were shipped between 
21st and 27th November to United Kingdom and Con- 
tinental ports:—Apples, 81,100 barrels, 800 half- 
barrels and 15,700 boxes; pears, 600 boxes. 
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The total quantity of apples exported from Canada 
this season up to 14th November was 470,977 barrels 
14,534 half-barrels, and 469,480 boxes; as compared 
with 208,142 barrels, 7,320 half-barrels, and 622,184 
boxes during the corresponding period last year. 





CANADIAN MICA PRODUCTION. 


The Dominion Bureau of Statistics at Ottawa, in a 
report relative to Canadian mica output in 1928, states 
that 8,660 tons were produced, with a total value of 
87,168 dollars, the figures for 1927 being 2,738 tons 
valued at 174,377 dols. 

While greater quantities of scrap were shipped, and 


higher prices were obtained for this product than in . 


the preceding year, owing to gains in tonnages of 
screened scrap sold, these gains were insufficient to 
offset losses in sales of splittings and thumb-trimmed 
grades, and the total value of the output for 1928 was 
50 per cent. below that for 1927. The decreased out- 
put of thumb-trimmed and split mica was largely due 
to competition in export trade. 

Rough-cobbed and thumb-trimmed mica exported 
amounted to 32 tons; splittings, 84 tons; and scrap and 
awste, 4,346 tons. The total value of Canadian mica 
exported during 1928 was 175,761 dols., which included 
exports worth 168,680 dols. to the United States and 
6,712 dols. to the United Kingdom. 





SOUTH AFRICAN PRODUCE SHIPMENTS. 


According to cabled advice to the High Commissioner 
for the Union in London from the Department of 
Agriculture, Pretoria, the following quantities of South 
African produce were shipped during the week ended 
23rd November to various United Kingdom ports: — 
Wool, scoured, 832 bales, grease, 91,734 bales; mohair, 
640 bales; hides, wet, 1,000 bales, dry, 201 bales; 
sheepskins, 928 bales; goatskins, 27 bales; wattle 
bark, 540 tons; wattle extract, 274,206 lbs.; tobacco, 
1 case; buchu, 5 bales; sugar, 187 tons; eggs, 10,504 
cases; maize, 13,835 bags; maize meal, 69,124 bags; 
maize flour, 321 bags; chop, 442 bags; grits, 3,848 
bags; germ meal, 3,531 bags; lucerne, 707 bags; 
lucerne meal, 1,660 bags, and oats 1,500 bags. 

In addition the following boxes of deciduous fruit 
were dispatched between 27th and 29th November :— 
Plums, 1,354; peaches, 1,499; apricots, 1,025, and 
cherries, 144. : 





GOLD COAST COCOA EXPORTS. 


Of the total of 34,537 tons of cocoa shipped from 
Gold Coast Colony during November, the United King- 
dom took 8,894 tons, states the Gold Coast Govern- 
ment Commercial Intelligence Bureau in London. To 
the United States were exported 12,067 tons, to Ger- 
many 6,902 tons, and to Holland, 4,551 tons. 





INDIAN WEATHER, CROPS AND PRICES. 


The Indian Commercial Intelligence Department, 
Calcutta, reports as follows to the Indian Trade Com- 
missioner in London on the season and crops for the 
weeks ended on the dates stated :— 


RAINFALL. 

Calcutta, 9th December.—During the week ended 
8th December rainfall was general in South-East 
Madras on one day and widespread in the south of the 
Peninsula, South Madras, Kashmir and along the 
frontier on one day. Elsewhere there were local or 
scattered falls of rain. A disturbance in the west is 
causing clouds along the frontier and in Kashmir. 


Crops. 
Madras, 30th November.—Moderate rain has fallen 
during the past week in the Carnatic and the south of 
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the Presidency. The condition of standing crops is 
fair to good. 


Bihar and Orissa, 2nd December.—No rain has 
fallen. The condition of winter paddy is good. In the 
Feudatory States of Orissa and Chota Nagpur the 
weather has been seasonable and sugarcane is 
thriving. 

Punjab, 2nd December.—The weather has been dry, 
and rain is badly needed. The condition and prospects 
of standing irrigated crops is average to good and of 
unirrigated crops below the average. Standing crops 
have been somewhat damaged by locusts in parts of the 
West Punjab. 


Bengal, 4th December.—The weather has been dry. 
Progress is being made with agricultural operations. 
The condition of standing crops is fair. 


Central Provinces, 2nd December.—The sky has 
been clear with only occasional clouds, and the weather 
has been cold. Progress is being made with harvesting 
and threshing khariff crops, and the picking of cotton 
is in full swing. The condition of rabi is satisfactory. 


Assam, 9th December.—The weather has been sea- 
sonable. Outturn prospects for crops are fair. Rats 
are damaging paddy in the Lushai Hills. 


WHOLESALE PRICEs. 


The Indian Commercial Intelligence Department, 
Calcutta, announces that the wholesale price index 
number for October is 140, as compared with 148 for 
September. 





UNITED STATES BUSINESS CONDITIONS. 


Colder weather in the United States has stimulated 
sales of winter goods, especially clothing, but whole- 
sale and jobbing sales have declined, reports a cable 
received by the London office of the Guaranty Trust 
Company of New York. There are no indications yet 
of a wide scale general business depression resultin 
from the Stock Market crash, but retail sales a 
luxuries are retarded and it is now generally admitted 
that business is below last year’s level. 

October life insurance sales were 4 per cent. above 
a year ago, department store sales were up 8 per cent. 
and wholesale trade was up 2°7 per cent. The pre- 
liminary report of the New York City Department 
stores indicates that sales for the first half of 
November were 6 per cent. below last year’s. Sales 
of one leading mail order house in November were 
29,851,803 dollars, or 17°3 per cent. above a year ago. 

Professor Irving Fisher’s index of wholesale com- 
modity prices for the week ended 80th November was 
nak against 92-2 the week before and 92°6 a fortnight 
earlier.

Some notes on the exhibits of various branches of 
the industry follow :— 


HEAVY CHEMICALS AND FERTILISERS. 


Even in this field, where the British products have 
a world-wide reputation, advances will be shown. The 
common acids and alkalies will be available in the now 
familiar form of special strengths and qualities 
exactly suited to every special purpose, the industries 
catered for including soap, glass, paper, artificial silk, 
iron and steel, galvanising, etc. Bleaching materials 
are included in this section for makers of textiles, soap, 
sugar, glue, while a feature of interest is the progress 
made in special brands and packages for tropical 
conditions. 


Among fertilisers perhaps the most interesting inno- 
vation will be found in the fact that steps are now being 
taken to try out on a practical scale those artificial 
manures which are gradually becoming such an import- 
ant alternative to natural materials. 


CoaL AND Coat Tar Propucts. 


The products recovered from coal are now well 
known even to: the general public, including, as they do, 
fertilisers, motor fuel, disinfectants, and the raw 
materials for dyestuffs, explosives, and insecticides. 
Considerable interest attaches to recent improvements 
in road tar and tar-bitumen compounds of absolutely 
reliable standard, and tar emulsions for cold applica- 
tion, and the arrangements which can be offered in the 
matter of deliveries and for spraying from modern road 
tanks. Mention must be made of the new uses which 
are being found for creosote and its application to wood. 


MEDICINAL AND PHARMACEUTICAL CHEMICALS. 


‘The fine chemical industry will be especially well 
represented and will demonstrate the remarkable con- 
tribution to the re-establishment of British trade 
which it has been enabled to make. Great interest 
attaches to the latest products for medical and thera- 
peutic use, made under carefully controlled conditions 
and close Government supervision. Two recent com- 
pounds of interest have given excellent results in the 
treatment of colds and influenza, and in the fight 
against maternal mortality. The usual pharmaceutical 
products, such as anesthetics, antiseptics, alkaloids, 
drugs, gland extracts and vitamin substances, will be 
shown in all kinds of packages ready for every kind of 
treatment in any part of the world. The new arsenic 
preparations used in the treatment of tropical diseases, 
sleepy sickness and dysentery will also be shown.

MUSICAL INSTRUMENT INDUSTRY. 
(From the High Commissioner of Canada in London.) 


The Dominion Bureau of Statistics at Ottawa has for- 
warded a Report on the Musical Instrument Industry in 
Canada, 1928, presenting statistics received from 42 estab- 
lishments, of which 30 were in Ontario, 10 in Quebec and 
two in British Columbia. 

Pianos and organs were turned out in 26 of these plants, 


three manufactured phonographs, gramophones and records 
only, and there were four engaged on the manufacture of 
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phonographs, radio receiving sets, records and parts, in 
addition to nine engaged on the production of musical in- 
strument materials only. 


The 42 establishments reporting had a total capital of 
14,050,702 dollars, and employed 2,983 persons, whose 
salaries and wages aggregated 3,516,852 dols. Materials 
costing 5,083,766 dols. were converted into goods valued at 
12,282,589 dols., and the net value of production amounted 
to 7,198,823 dols. 


The products of the industry in 1928 included 9,918 
upright pianos, in addition to 2,499 having player attach- 
ments. Of grand pianos 668 were built, in addition to 49 
having player attachments; and there were manufactured 
four concert pianos, 42 electric pianos and six of other de- 
scriptions. Pipe organs built numbered 93, in addition to 
469 reed organs. Phonographs and gramophones produced 
numbered 40,122, in addition to 5,955,984 records. The 
number of complete radio sets produced in musical instru- 
ment factories was 14,584.

FOREIGN TRADE IN OCTOBER. 


The Department of Industry and Commerce, Dublin, has 
recently issued trade statistics for October which show that 
imports and exports amounted in value to £5,417,931 and 
£4,976,497, as compared with £5,499,082 and £4,753,283 
respectively in October, 1928, The totals for the first 
ten months of the current year were £50,874,159 and 
£37 ,332,729, whereas in the period January-October, 1928, 
the totals were £49,093,261 and £36,615,974 respectively.

TRINIDAD AND TOBAGO. 


FOREIGN TRADE IN 1928. 


The Colony’s trade has progressed steadily for some 
years, states the Trinidad and Tobago Report for 1928 
(H.M. Stationery Office, price 2s. net). Imports in 1928 
were valued at £5,279,535, an increase of £196,664 over 
1927 and £991,592 over 1924, while exports were valued 
at £6,686,455, being £667,591 in excess of 1927 and 
£1,792,592 above the 1924 figure. These figures do not 
include transhipments, valued at £1,005,942, as against 
£707,152 in 1927 and £484,168 in 1924, but they include re- 
exports, valued at £501,991 in 1928, as compared with 
£430,773 in 1927 and £372,638 in 1924. 

Imports came principally from the United Kingdom 
(35 per cent. and 344 per cent. in 1928 and 1924 respec- 
tively), the United States (22 per cent. and 23 per 
cent.), and Canada (19 per cent. and 20 per cent.). 
Exports went chiefly to the same countries, viz.:—the 
United Kingdom (293 per cent. and 46 per cent.), the 
United States (27 per cent. and 22 per cent.), and Canada 
(10 per cent. and 9} per cent.). The large decline in 
exports to the United Kingdom was to a considerable 
extent offset by increased exports to France, Germany, 
Holland and Italy.

£52,400); machinery, (a) sugar, £45,195, (b) mining, 
£479,357, and (c) other kinds, £98,361; meats, £125,622 
(including pickled and salted beef and pork, 3,356,958 Ibs., 
valued at £71,514); metals, £147,066; milk, 77,218 cases, 
valued at £106,043; and wood and timber, £167,015. 
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The principal exports, including re-exports, were raw 
cocoa, 67,259,636 lbs., valued at £1,913,363; oil, (a) crude, 
25,565,187 gallons, £151,147, (b) fuel, 157,010,616 gallons, 
£1,366,421, (c) motor spirit, 39,345,908 gallons, £953,977, 
and (d) kerosene, 543,609 gallons, £18,075; sugar, 
166,020,231 lbs., valued at £1,201,568; coconuts, 6,799,655, 
valued at £34,824; copra, 21,420,614 lIbs., valued at 
£228,200; coconut oil, 65,285 gallons, valued at £11,860; 
angostura bitters, 49,236 gallons, valued at £70,101; 
asphalt, (a) crude, 27,150 tons, valued at £27,150, (b) dried, 
125,137 tons, valued at £375,414; raw coffee, 264,918 Ilbs., 
valued at £10,869; molasses, 1,622,018 gallons, valued at 
£16,913; and rum, 55,097 gallons, valued at £12,163. 

Minor products exported included biscuits, lime oil, lime 
juice, beer, alpargatas, rubber, hides, temper lime, 
matches, road oil, nutmegs, tonca beans, cedar, logwood 
and various wood manufactures. 


SHIPPING. 

The number of ships entered in 1928 was 2,227 
(3,342,374 tons), as compared with 2,128 (2,777,310 tons) 
in 1927 and 2,013 (2,029,165 tons) in 1924. Of these ton- 
nages 49 per cent. was British in 1928, 52 per cent. in 
1927 and 65 per cent. in 1924. The tonnage of sailing 
ships included in these totals was 30,950 in 1928, 40,243 in 
1927, and 51,148 in 1924.

FINLAND. 


FOREIGN TRADE, JANUARY-OCTOBER. 


The British Consul at Helsingfors reports that the Finnish 
tcade returns for the ten months ended 31st October last, 
recently published by the Board of Customs at Helsingfors, 
show a slight improvement in the foreign trade of the 
country. By diminishing imports it was possible to further 
reduce the trade deficit which stood at the end of the period 
under review at 511-2 million Finnish marks, as against 
568:°7 million F. mks. at the end of September. It might 
here be recalled that the trade deficit on 31st October, 1928, 
stood at 1,568-2 million F. mks. Imports during the first 
ten months of the current year amounted in value to 5,890-9 
million F. mks., as compared with 6,690-7 million F. mks. 
in the corresponding period of last year, a decrease of 799-8 
million F. mks., or about 11-9 per cent., while exports, in- 
cluding re-exports, amounted to 5,379-7 million F. mks., as 
compared with 5,122-5 million F. mks., an increase of 257-2 
million F, mks., or about 5 per cent. 

Imports from the United Kingdom were valued at 767-7 
million F. mks., or 13 per cent. of the total, but were less in 
value than in the corresponding period of 1928 by 72-2 
million F, mks., or 1-1 per cent., imports from Germany, 
valued at 2,251:9 million F. mks., or 38-2 per cent. of the 
total imports, as against 2,451-2 million F. mks., or 36-6 per 
cent. in the corresponding ten months of 1928, showed a de- 
cline of 199-3 million F. mks., or 3 per cent.; those from the 
United States, valued at 728-3 million F. mks., or 12-4 per 
cent. of the total imports, as compared with 983-2 million 
F. mks., or 14:7 per cent., in the corresponding period of 
1928, showed a falling off of 264-9 million F. mks., or 3-9 per 
cent.

FRANCE. 





FOREIGN TRADE, JANUARY-OCTOBER. 
(From the British Ambassador.) 


PaRIs. 


The returns of French foreign trade for the first ten 
months of 1929 show that the value of imports amounted 
to 48,475 million francs, as against 43,392 million frs. in the 
corresponding period of 1928, an increase of 5,083 million 
frs., or nearly 12 per cent.; that of exports totalled 41,408 
million frs., as against 41,990 million frs., a decrease of 
582 million frs., or less than 14 per cent. 


Imports of foodstuffs rose by 1,104 million frs., of raw 
materials by 2,173 million frs., and of manufactured articles 
by 1,805 million frs., or about 29 per cent. Exports of food- 
stuffs fell by 55 million frs., of raw materials by 215 million 
frs., and of manufactured articles by 321 million frs. 


During the first ten months of the year there was an un- 
favourable balance of visible exchanges of 7,067 million frs., 
as compared with one of 1,402 million frs. in January- 
October, 1928. In October, however, as in the previous 
month, there was an improvement in the situation and the 
unfavourable balance, amounting to 129 million frs., was 
the smallest recorded in any month of this year. 


As regards weight, imports in the first ten months of the 
year amounted to 48,982,000 tons, as against 40,612,000 tons 
in the corresponding period of 1928, an increase of 8,370,000 
tons, or more than 20 per cent.; exports totalled 33,090,000 
tons, as against 34,416,000 tons, a decrease of 1,326,000 
tons, or nearly 4 per cent. Imports of foodstuffs rose 
by 1,805 million frs., or about 29 per cent. Exports of food- 
and of manufactured articles by 473,000 tons. Exports 
of foodstuffs declined by 161,000 tons, and of raw materials 
by 1,227,000 tons, but, in spite of a fall in value, there 
was a rise of about 62,000 tons in those of manufactured 
articles.

IMPORTS FROM GREAT BRITAIN IN 1928. 


According to the recent Report on Economic and Finan- 
cial Conditions in Japan (H.M. Stationery Office, price 
3s. net), the total value of the import trade during 1928 
was 2,196 million yen, of which Great Britain supplied

UNITED KINGDOM. 





BRITISH RAILWAY STATISTICS, JANUARY- 
SEPTEMBER. 


The Minister of Transport announces that the Railway 
Statistics for September have now been published and can 
be obtained at H.M. Stationery Office (price 3s. 6d.). In 
addition to the usual information, the volume contains, in 
continuation of the commodity statistics previously pub- 
lished, particulars of the tonnage, receipts and receipts per 
ton-mile (at each mile up to 50 miles and in mileage groups 
beyond that distance) in respect of ale and porter; bottles 
and bottle stoppers; bricks, blocks and tiles; cement; clay ; 
gravel and sand; and inflammable liquids in owners’ tank 
wagons—Classes 13 and 14 of the General Railway Classifica- 
tion. Particulars of Goods Station Statistics for September, 
1929, are also included. 


SEPTEMBER TRAFFICS. 


The total number of passenger journeys (excluding season 
ticket holders) taken on all standard gauge railways in 
Great Britain in September was 104,507,770, an increase 
compared with September, 1928, of 2,402,027, or 2-4 per cent. 
The journeys taken by passengers at reduced fares rose by 
4,384,376, but those at standard or ordinary fares fell by 
1,982,349. The receipts from passengers (excluding season 
ticket holders) showed a decrease of £207,573, or 3-6 per 
cent. If the London Tubes and Metropolitan District Rail- 
way be omitted, the figures show an increase in journeys of 
1,478,622, or 1-8 per cent., and a decrease in receipts of 
£217,459, or 3-9 per cent. For all companies the receipts 
from passenger train traffic (including season tickets and 
parcels and miscellaneous traffic, but excluding mails and 
parcel post) were £170,496 less than in September, 1928. 
The coaching train miles showed an advance of 325,701, or 
1-4 per cent. 

The total tonnage of freight conveyed (excluding free- 
hauled traffic) was 27,308,280, an increase compared with 
September, 1928, of 2 401,599 tons, or 9°6 per cent. In- 
cluded in this figure were 16,597,301 tons of coal, coke and 
patent fuel, an increase compared with September, 1928, of 
1,733,024 tons, or 11-7 per cent. 


Freight train receipts amounted to £8,875,199, an increase 
of £377,196, or 4:4 per cent. The freight ‘train miles run 
were 442 670 more than in September, 1928, an increase of 
3-9 per cent. The average train load increased from 130 to 
132 tons, and the net ton-miles per engine hour from 4524 
to 4574.

There is a good stock in 
hand, but prices tend to decline and the demand is poor. 
Barley.—Sowing continues in spite of the dry weather. 
Offers are good, but demand is poor. Oats.—Practically 
no stock is available. Potatoes.—The new crop is now on 
the market, and small shipments have been made to Egypt 
and Greece. Cotton.—Picking is almost finished. Offers are 
good, but demand is poor. Oranges.—The hopes predicted 
for a good orange year are materialising. The condition of 
the crop generally is good. Export of early maturing 
varieties has begun. Dealers expect greater activity in the 
orange trade with United Kingdom and Central European 
countries. _Mandarines.—Export to Egypt is good. Sweet 
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CROPS—Continued. 





Limes.—Large quantities have been sold to Palestine, where 
they are in demand for seed for raising stock plants. 
Lemons.—Large quantities are being shipped to London; 
lemons are reaching British ports in a very healthy condi- 
tion, and the prospects of an increased trade to the 
United Kingdom are better. Tobacco.—Offers are very 
good, but demand is slow. Olives.—Gathering of olives 
and olive oil extraction is in full progress. Damage by 
olive fly is reported from certain areas in the Famagusta 
district. Grapes.—The season is practically ended.

Autumn weather conditions in the Maritime Provinces 
and in Quebec have been excellent, and threshing was 
carried out under ideal conditions with generally satis- 
factory yields. Farm ploughing was delayed in Ontario 
by dry weather, but in Manitoba more progress in plough- 
ing was made than in previous years, owing in part to the 
harvesting of a crop light in quantity but high in quality. 
Ploughing in Saskatchewan was delayed by the dry con- 
ditions of the soil, though welcome moisture in the form of 
snow fell in southern Saskatchewan towards the end of 
October. Threshing was completed well up to time in 
Alberta and British Columbia, but ploughing has been 
rather difficult owing to the lack of moisture in the soil.

ESTONIA—HUNGARY. 


TREATY OF COMMERCE AND NAVIGATION. 


The ratifications of the Treaty of Commerce and Naviga- 
tion between Estonia and Hungary, which was signed on 
29th April, 1929, were exchanged on 26th October, the 
Treaty coming into force on 10th November. It is con- 
cluded for an indefinite period, subject always to three 
months’ notice of denunciation by either Party. 





COMMERCIAL TREATIES AND ARRANGEMENTS—Continued, 





Under the terms of the Treaty the nationals of each 
contracting Party will be accorded most-favoured-nation 
treatment in the territory of the other in respect of 
matters of establishment, the exercise of commerce and 
industry, and the acquisition, possession and disposal of 
property. National and most-favoured-nation treatment is 
accorded in taxation matters. 

Companies of the Parties are to enjoy most-favoured- 
nation treatment generally, and national treatment in 
taxation matters. 

Most-favoured-nation treatment of goods is provided in 
respect of import and export duties and Customs for- 
malities*; similar treatment is to be accorded in respect 
of import and export prohibitions and restrictions. 

Provision is made for the carrying on of business by 
commercial travellers, and for the duty-free admission of 
their samples. 

Most-favoured-nation treatment is accorded as regards 
all internal taxes levied on the production, manufacture or 
consumption of goods. 

Transit matters are to be governed by the provisions of 
the Barcelona Convention, 1921. In respect of transport 
of goods by rail, national and most-favoured-nation treat- 
ment is to be accorded. 

Vessels and their passengers and cargoes of one Party 
are to enjoy in the ports and territorial waters of the other 
Party the benefit of most-favoured-nation treatment in all 
respects. 

Provision is made for the early negotiation of an agree- 
ment for the avoidance of double taxation. 

Exceptions from the most-favoured-nation provisions of 
the Treaty are made as regards the following privileges and 
benefits :— 

(a) those accorded to neighbouring States to facili- 
tate frontier traffic, 

(b) those accorded to any third State in virtue of a 
Customs Union, 

(c) those accorded by Estonia to Finland, Latvia, 
Lithuania or Soviet Russia.

MARKING OF EXPORTED FLOUR. 


The ‘‘ Commonwealth Gazette ’’ for 24th October con- 
tains a Customs Proclamation (No. 177, dated 21st October, 
1929) which prohibits the exportation from Australia of 
flour packed in bags or sacks, unless a statement of the net 
weight is conspicuously marked thereon in permanent and 
legible characters. 





BASUTOLAND, BECHUANALAND AND 
SWAZILAND. 


REBATES OF CUSTOMS DUTY AND DUTY- 
FREE ADMISSION. 


The Board of Trade have received copy of Notices (Nos. 
83 to 94 and 100-2) recently issued by the High Commissioner 
for South Africa, which provide for a rebate of Customs 
duty on the following goods imported into Basutoland, 
Bechuanaland and Swaziland:—(1) Steam wagons, motor 
trucks and trailers for road construction, and (2) wooden 
cases in shooks, drums and tins and materials (other than 
nails) required for the construction of containers for use in 
the packing and conveyance of petrol and paraffin imported 
in bulk. 





* Under the 1922 Estonia-Hungary Agreement, which this 
Treaty replaces, reduced duties were prescribed for certain 
Hungarian duties on import into Estonia. These duties now 
lapse a where provided for by other Estonian Treaties),

Regulations are prescribed for the use of the following 
goods under rebate of duty for industrial purposes :—(1) 
Blackberry, blackcurrant and raspberry pulp for the jam- 
manufacturing industry, (2) chains in lengths for the chain- 
manufacturing industry, (3) carbonate of soda (soda ash) 
for the glass-making industry, and (4) deodorized or hydro- 
genated refined vegetable fats, in bulk, for the confectionery 
manufacturing industry. 

The conditions under which antiques and works of art may 
be imported duty-free are also prescribed. 





BRITISH INDIA. 


“WOOLLEN ’”’ AS A TRADE DESCRIPTION. 


Information has been received from H.M. Trade Com- 
missioner at Bombay to the effect that the Central Board 
of Revenue of the Government of India have notified that 
the term ‘‘ woollen’’ cannot be accepted as a “‘ trade 
description ’’ of goods containing an admixture of cotton 
or other material. In this connection it should be noted 
that the Sea Customs Act of India prohibits the importa- 
tion of goods to which a false trade description within the 
meaning of the Indian Merchandise Marks Act has been 
applied.

NEWFOUNDLAND. 


CERTAIN ADDITIONAL DUTIES TEMPORARILY 
SUSPENDED. 


A Proclamation of the Governor of Newfoundland, dated 
2nd October, suspends the operation of Section 17 of the 
Revenue Act, 1925, until 30th September, 1930. This 
Section provides for the levy of additional duties on flour, 
pork, butter, tobacco, kerosene, corn meal, hay, oats, 
potatoes, turnips, cabbage and unenumerated vegetables 
imported from countries, the fishermen of which are privi- 
leged to take codfish from Newfoundland waters, and 
which levy duties on imported fish of Newfoundland origin.

(1) The duties on sugared condensed milk and sugared lactic 
flour include two parts, the first representing 40, 50 or 100 per 
cent. of the Customs duty on “ other refined sugar,’’ and the 
second element, the ‘‘ manufacturing surtax,’’ covering the cost 
of manufacture and the Customs duty on the natural milk used 
in making the goods. If the Customs duties on sugar are 
modified, the duties on sugared condensed milk and sugared 
lactic flour are to be increased or reduced correspondingly.

The Law also reduces the consumption tax on sugar as

Molasses from refineries—from 5 to 4-25 frs. per 
100 kilogs. actual weight. 

Glucose—from 27 to 23 frs. per 100 kilogs. actual 
weight. 





JAPAN. 


PROHIBITION ON IMPORT OF RICE AND 
PADDY EXTENDED. 


H.M. Ambassador at Tokyo reports, by telegraph, that 
the prohibition on the importation of rice and paddy into 
Japan, Korea and Formosa (except under licence), which 
was imposed in March, 1928, and was to continue in force 
until 3lst December next, has been further extended to 


3lst December, 1930. 





POLAND. 


REGULATIONS GOVERNING IMPORT, ETC., 
OF CERTAIN FISH AND ANIMAL PRODUCTS. 


H.M. Representative at Warsaw has forwarded transla- 
tion of regulations governing the importation into, and 
transit through, Poland of certain fish and animal products, 
viz.:—(1) All kinds of herrings, codling, flounders, sprats 
and crayfish; (2) feathers and down; (3) washed or limed 
wool; (4) dried rabbit, hare and camel hair; (5) dried skins 
of rabbits and other wild animals; (6) dressed furs; (7) 
boiled, limed or steamed animal hair, bristles, horsehair 
and horse hides; (8) dried hoofs, cloven hoofs, horns and 
parts of bones; (9) pressed cloven hoofs, hoofs and horns; 
and (10) meal of hoofs, cloven hoofs, horn, bone, meat and 
meat and bone. 

The transit through Poland of all the above goods is made 
dependent on the production of a permit for the unreserved 
acceptance of the goods by the country of destination or 
country of further despatch, unless these countries generally 
permit imports of these goods. 

On the importation or transit of goods specified under 
(7) to (10) above certificates of origin, issued by a Govern- 
ment veterinary surgeon in the country of origin, must be 
produced. The certificate should specify, in the case of goods 
indicated in (7) to (9), (a) that the consignment originates 
from animals free from infectious diseases, (b) that no cases 
of anthrax have occurred in the place of origin within the 
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previous 14 days, and (c) that the goods have not come into 
contact with persons or articles capable of spreading disease 
after treatment. The certificate issued in respect of goods 
indicated in (10) should contain a statement as provided 
for under (c) above. In the case of a consignment forming 
a portion of a larger consignment imported from a non- 
European country, there may be presented, instead of the 
certificate of origin, an official certificate from the Govern- 
ment of the European country in which the consignment has 
been broken up, to the effect that the goods form part of a 
larger non-European consignment which was supplied with a 
certificate of origin complying with the provisions of the 
regulations.

TEMPORARY REDUCTION OF CERTAIN 
CUSTOMS DUTIES. 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Warsaw 
reports that the temporary reduction of Customs duties 
on certain goods enforced by the Order of 29th April, 1929 
(see the ‘‘ Journal” of 1lth July, page 53) has been con- 
tinued in force until 3lst December by an Order dated 17th 
October. 





SPAIN. 


DEPRECIATED CURRENCY SURTAX. 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Madrid 
reports that the ‘“ coefficients’? to be used during the 
month of December in ascertaining the depreciated 
currency surtax of imported goods are to be applied on

IMPORTATION OF VEGETABLE OILS. 


A Decree of June, 1926, providing for the regulation of 
the trade in olive and other vegetable oils in Spain, pro- 
hibited the import of non-siccative liquid vegetable oils for 
alimentary purposes and increased to 60 pesetas (gold) per 
100 kilogs. the duty on such oils imported for industrial 
purposes. 


A Royal Order (No. 2288), dated 21st November and 
published in the ‘‘ Gaceta de Madrid ’”’ of 23rd November, 
provides that the import prohibition is not to apply to 
non-siccative vegetable oils suitable for alimentary 
purposes which are denatured in the Customs. The de- 
naturation is to be carried out by the importer, under 
Customs supervision, and the importer has the right of 
choosing which of the denaturants (specified in the Order) 
is to be used, as being most suitable in view of the use to 
which the denatured oils are to be put. 


PAYMENT OF CUSTOMS DUTIES. 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Madrid 
reports, by telegraph, that the rate of surcharge for the 
period 10th-20th December, in respect of import and ex- 
port duties, Customs fines, etc., paid in Spanish silver 
coins or notes of the Bank of Spain has been fixed at 
38-45 per cent. 





SWEDEN. 





REVISED CUSTOMS TARIFF. 


_ A revised Swedish Customs Import Tariff, as laid down 
in a Royal Order dated 4th October, 1929, is to come into 
force on lst January, 1930. The new Tariff is based on 
the work of a Committee appointed by the Swedish 
Minister of Finance in 1925 to consider the technical 
revision of the Tariff so as to remove obscurities and 
anomalies therein. 


It is understood that the classification of the new Tariff 
(which differs widely from that of the Tariff at present in 
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force) is based in its general outlines on the classification 
and nomenclature drawn up by the Economic Committee 
of the League of Nations in connection with the proposed 
unification of Customs nomenclature. In the new Tariff 
there are 1,153 separate Tariff items (as compared with some 
1,260 in the present Tariff), arranged in twenty general 
classes. Owing to the changes made in classification and 
nomenclature, comparison between the present and new 
Tariffs is difficult, but, so far as can be judged, the present 
technical Tariff revision involves actual changes in the 
rates of duty applicable to imported goods only in a few 
cases. A more extensive revision of the Tariff is at pre- 
sent engaging the attention of another Committee, which 
was appointed early in 1928 to make recommendations for 
a general revision of the Tariff in order to provide ade- 
quate protection for Swedish industries. This Committee 
is not expected to complete its work for some considerable 
time.

SWITZERLAND. 


DUTY ON PIGS TEMPORARILY REDUCED. 


H.M. Representative at Berne has forwarded copy of a 
Decree, dated 26th November, which reduces the Swiss 
Customs duty on pigs weighing more than 60 kilogs. 
(Tariff No. 143) from 50 to 30 francs each for the period 
2nd to 3lst December. 





TURKEY. 


FORTHCOMING TARIFF CHANGES. 


With reference to previous notice in the ‘* Journal ”’ 
regarding the former Tariff duties (fixed by various com- 
mercial treaties concluded by Turkey), which were to 
remain in force in Turkey so long as the treaties fixing 
them remained in operation, the Board of Trade have now 
received information to the effect that the Turkish Com- 
mercial Treaties with Hungary and Bulgaria’ were 
denounced on 26th and 29th September respectively. As a 
consequence, the duties fixed by these treaties will cease to 
operate as from 26th and 29th March next. 


The following statements show the goods affected and the 
dates on which the relevant Treaty provisions lapse. The 
goods in question will then be subject to the duties pre- 
scribed in the new Turkish Customs Tariff which came into 
force on Ist October, as modified by the Franco-Turkish 
Convention, or by any further treaties which may be con- 
cluded by Turkey affecting the duties thereon :—

PROPOSED NEW CUSTOMS TARIFF. 


H.M. Consul at Tallinn reports that a Commission is at 
present engaged on the revision of the Estonian Customs

Tariff. The present Estonian Tariff is based on the pre- 
war Russian Tariff, and it is felt that it no longer 
conforms to modern conditions. It is anticipated that the 
proposed new Tariff will be ready for presentation to the 
State Assembly early in 1930. 





FINLAND. 


PROPOSED INCREASE OF DUTIES. 


H.M. Representative at Helsingfors reports that the 
Tariff modification proposals submitted to the Diet by the 
Great Committee thereof include a recommendation that 
the headings of the Finnish Tariff covering cloth, hosiery, 
clothing, pack thread and rubber shoes should be added to 
the so-called ‘‘ starred ’’ items of the Tariff, so that the 
Council of State might increase the duties under these 
headings up to a total of four times the basic duty. It is 
proposed, however, that the basic rate should only thus 
be increased if Finnish manufacturers of the articles con- 
cerned guaranteed that the local prices of these articles 
would not rise above the prices prevailing on lst Novem- 
ber, 1929. 

The Committee also proposed the imposition of a duty of 
0:75 mark per kilog. on raw potatoes the harvest of the 
year and imported before September, 0-20 mk. per kilog.

Street, Westminster, London, 8.W. 1. 


The information at the disposal of the Department is of 
@ widely varied nature, and includes such matters as the 
following : Sources of supply, prices, etc., of trade products ; 
Foreign and Colonial contracts open to tender; openings 
for British trade abroad; general conditions prevailing 
in Overseas markets; demand for particular articles 
abroad; nature and extent of foreign competition, and 
suggestions for meeting it; methods of distribution and 
marketing; credit conditions, terms of payment, etc., 
abroad; firms at home engaged in particular lines of 
business; Foreign and Colonial importers of British goods; 
firms or individuals considered suitable to act as repre- 
sentatives or agents for British firms; Foreign and Colonial 
Tariff and Customs Regulations; statistics of Imports or 
Exports; forms of Certificates of Origin; regulations 
concerning commercial travellers; Consular Invoices;
